HOW BRITISH SHOT 
SANK SUBMARINE 


Witness of Encounter With Cruis- 
ers, Tells of Loss of 
the U 15. 


EDINBURG, Aug. 12.—The Scots- 
man today prints the story of an eye 
witness of the naval battle between 
British cruisers and German subma- 
rines, in which the German submarine 
U-15 was lost. 

“The cruiser squadron sunday,“ 80 
the story runs, ‘suddenly became aware 
of the approach of the submarine flo- 
tila.

Middle- 
kauft, and on the same day he-assigned 
his contract to Mr. William C. Lane, 
a New York banker, and then president 
of the Standard Trust Co. 

In July, 1902, thé representatives of 
the McCormick, Deering, Wardner, 
Bushnell and ‘Glessner and the Plano 
companies were all in New York, but 
stopping at different hotels, and not 
seeing one another. They were all see- 
ing, however, Mr: George W. Perkins. 
On July 28, 1902, they met and gave 
separate contracts to William C. Lane 
tO sell all their tangible property, and 
specified portions of their’ bills recefv- 
able. These agreements all contained a 
recital that the purchaser, upon his ac 
quisition of the property, intended to 
transfer the same. to a corporation to 
be organized under the laws of Illinois 
o' some of the states, called the Pur- 
chasing Company. It was in each case, 
except that of the Warder, Bushnell & 
Glessner Co., stipitiated that the entire 
purchase price be paid in fully paid, 
non-assessable stock of the purchasing 
company. 


Agreement Ia Signed. 

On Aug. II. 1902, the eompanies aii 
signed ah agreement for the immediatc 
delivery of their plants and property 
without waiting for any appralsement 
theretofore stipulated for in each 
stance. , ‘ 

“On Aug. 12, 1902, the very day of the 
organization of the International Har- 
vester Co. with a total capital of $120,- 
009,000, Mr. Lane appeared before the 
beard of directors and offered to sell 
the Milwaukee Harvester Co. plant @ 
a going concern, including all its bills 
receivable, and the plants of the Mc- 
Cormick Harvesting Machine Co.; the 
Deering Harvester Co., the Plano Manu- 
facturing Co., and the Warder, Bushnell 
& Glessner Co., and t4 furnish $60,000,000 
o? working capital to be represented by 
accounts and bills receivable of the Mc- 
Cormick Harvesting Machine Co., the 
Deering Harvester Co. and the Plano 
Manufacturing Co., or in cash, for 8120, 
000,000 of the capital stock of the com- 
pany, and on Aug. 18, 1902, this proposi- 
tion. was accepted. The property turned 
in was of greater value than the stock 
issued for it. This case, therefore, in- 
volves no question of over-capitaliza- 
tion. 

“Th all Mr. Lane did in this matter, he 
was acting upon the suggestion of his 
counsel. He was compensated, but 
there never was any idea upon his part 
that he owned any ot the property.

‘The International had’ bought all tho 
stock of the Osborne company and it 
had been transferred to a ‘trustee, and 
there was in the fact that the Osborne 
company might better collect its bills re- 
ceivable no basis to justify the Inter- 
national in making a contract under 
which, the Osborne company would con- 
tinue to advertise falsely that it was an 
independent concern when it had in fact 
been merged with the International. ‘t 
ie safe to say that“ from January, 1903, 
the competition of the Osborne company 
was in name only, and did not exist in 
fact.

“Prior to the consolidation the first 
five companies were in fierce competi- 
tion for trade, and especially was this 
true of the McCormick and Deering 
companies, and this competition extend- 
ea not only to price but to the granting 
of expert assistance, and numerous free 
items with machines. The result of the 
combination was that all this competi- 
tion at once wholly ceased, except with-

“The defendants claim that the ob-

CARRANZA FORMS 
NEW GOVERNMENT 
TO RULE MEXICO 


Names Cabinet Officers and 
Governor Following Evacua- 
tion of Capital by Federals. 


EL BASO Tex., Aug. 12—Following 
the eracuation of Mexico City by the 


Federals yesterday, Gen. Carranza has 
begun the work of perfecting his vil 
government, word has been received 
here. In addition to the appointment 
of Eduardo Hay to be Acting Secre- 
tary of War, it was reported officially 
today that Alberto J. Pani had been 
named Treasurer- General, and Gen. G. 
Gutierrez Governor of Michoacan State. 
Gutierrez is credited with having been 
the first leader to rise in arms against 
the Huerta Government. 


! 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—The peace- 
ful transfer of the Government at Mex- 
ico City from the Carbajal administra- 
tion to the Constitutionalists began yes- 
terday, according to official advices to 
the State Department. 

The Federal troops evacuated the cap- 
ital, leaving the city in charge of mu- 
nicipal police, who, by agreement, were 
to be regarded as neutral. The Federals 
withdrew from the city to a nearby 
point, there to await an announcement 
of amnesty from Gen. Carranza. Should 
guarantees be refused, officials here do 
not doubt that a counter revolution will 
be set in motion immediately. 

With the entry of Constitutionalist 
forces in Mexico City the question of 
recognition for the new Government will 
confront Washington. There ‘is every 
reason to believe that this recognition 
will be. withheld until there is an elec- 
tion or political convention at which 
some expression of the attitude of the 
people toward the new Governmert can 
Disquieting advices again 
are coming from reliable sources that 
Gen. Villa will not march south with 
his men as ordered by Carranza, but 
will remain in the North and demand 
a convention of representatives of the 
army, as agreed to in the Torreon con- 
ference. Should this be refused by Car- 
ranza, a new revolution in the North 
would not be surprising to many high 
officials here. 

The attention of Secretary Bryan yes- 
terday was drawn by the Japanese Am- 
bassador to a report which had reached 
him to the effect that the honorary Jap 
anese Vice-Consul at Manzanillo, a Mex.
